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The Progress of 
the “ Last West,” 


Developement of the Country Keeps 


Distancing the Records. 


a 


: Winnipeg, Man., July 5—So rapidly 
1s the work of development proceeding 
in Western Canada that to attempt to 
keep accurate track of it is an almost 
hopeless business. Hardly have statis- 
tics as to population,assessment, build- 
ing permits, bank clearings, railway 
tonnage, crop. yields, immigration, 
and the many other reliable tests of a 
country’s progress, been compiled and 
published than they are out of date. 
Western development has in the past 
decade made many records but each 
has been overborne and eclipsed by its 
predecessor. Illustrations in proof of 
this can be cited not by the dozen, or 
even by the score, but literally by the 
hundred, throughout the prairie re- 
gion of Canada. There is not a district, 
a vil'age, town or city that has not 
abundant cause to expand its chest 
and swell with pride as it points to 
the history of its achievement. Where 
five years ago lay a grassy wilderness 
today can be seen fertile farms Where 
the coyote howled can be seen a pros- 
perous settlement. There are scores of 
prosperous towns today in Western 
Canada where in 1900 there was no 
sign of cultivation or habitation. Ham- 
lets have becume villages, villages have 
become towns, towns have become 
cities. Winnipeg, which five years ago 
had some 40,000 people, and today has 
over 125,000, is the standing and most 
frequently quoted example of this 
growth prevortionately as extraordin- 
ary, and some. though on a smaller 
scale, even eclipse th.s city’s wonderful 
growth. Edmonton, and, though to a 
somewhat lesser degree, Regina and 
Calgary,are intrinsically more remark- 
able than even Western Canada’s com- 
mercial metropolis. Nor is it necessary 
to go outside the boundaries of Mani- 
toba to find examples of extraordinary 
receut growth in population and im- 
portance. Brandon, che second city of 
Manitoba, has proportionately surpass 
ed Winnipeg in its rapidity and the 
measure of its prosperi.y. A few years 
ago Brandon was a town with a popu- 
lation of less than 2.000 people, bur- 
tened by liabilities «0 heavy that re 
pudiation was seriously talked of un- 
less the bondholders would abate their 
heavy legal demands. It was a city of 
unfulfilled and apparently unrealizable 
ambitions. Stores were empty on its 
main business street and residences 
were empty everywhere. Today Bran- 
do has a population of over 10,000, its 
many vacant stores and residences are 
occupied and people are waiting for 
contractors to complete their workhat 
they may move to the now prosperous 
Wheat City of the Plains.
